Selectmen's  Report 


The  severe  snow  and  drifts  of  the  winter  of  '57  are  history 
now.  At  the  time  it  was  a  serious  threat  and  challenge  to  the 
Board.  The  highway  department  and  others  that  assisted  at  that 
time  are  to  be  commended.  The  Town  was  most  fortunate  in 
not  having  any  serious  break  downs. 

The  F800  Ford  truck  if  measured  by  maintenance  costs 
alone  has  proved  the  Board  made  a  wise  decision  in  its  purchase. 

In  reporting  the  following  it  is  done  so  on  the  basis  of  fact 
alone.  We  have  a  serious  problem  of  unpaid  taxes.  The  Board 
is  responsible  for  protecting  the  Town  against  the  loss  of  these 
taxes.  As  there  have  been  notices  from  the  Bonding  Co.  about  this 
situation  and  an  increase  in  costs  for  Bonding  because  of  this 
situation,  there  appears  to  be  no  alternative  but  to  bring  this  to 
everyone's  attention.  It  therefore  becomes  apparent  that  the  Col- 
lector of  taxes,  to  protect  himself  and  the  Town's  interest,  shall 
have  to  proceed  to  perform  his  duties  as  prescribed  by  law  in 
the  collection  of  taxes. 

A  new  porch  step  was  built  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  Library 
Trustees  had  storm  windows  installed  on  some  of  the  windows 
of  the  Town  Hall.  The  new  cutoff  on  the  Ben  Road  was  com- 
pleted early  in  the  year.  Many  complimentary  remarks  were  re- 
ceived from  people  outside  of  Town  as  well  as  within  for  this 
fine  new  addition  to  our  local  road  system. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Community  Hall  Committee  for  the 
work  they  have  done  this  past  year.  Especially  for  the  fine  new 
restaurant  type  gas  range  they  purchased  at  no  cost  to  the  tax- 
payers for  the  Town. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  accepted  Mr.  Wilson's  resigna- 
tion; as  his  work  and  interest  in  the  Town's  affairs  was  greatly 
appreciated  and  helpful  to  the  Board. 
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Our  resources  are  limited  but  we  have  one  natural  one  and 
that  is  the  location  for  summer  homes.  Let  us  have  a  continuing 
effort  by  everyone  to  sell  their  Town  to  people  interested  in  a 
summer  home;  in  effect  you  will  be  helping  yourself.  Every 
home  built  eases  the  tax  burden  as  the  taxes  are  spread.  Because 
of  the  competition  between  the  states  and  the  competition  be- 
tween communities  reasonable  taxation  must  prevail  if  we  are 
to  induce  growth  of  this  kind.  Ability  to  pay  is  geared  to  ability 
to  earn.  It  is  without  reasonable  doubt  that  the  earnings  on  a 
local  level  are  far  below  the  average  of  our  city  cousins  and  it 
is  far  without  reason  to  think  we  can  have  the  same  facilities 
as  they  enjoy  without  a  tax  rate  that  becomes  unbearable.

Report  Of  The 
School  And  District  Nurse 


The  Western  Franklin  Public  Health  District  activities  in- 
clude a  generalized  health  service  to  folks  of  all  ages  in  Charle- 
mont,  Hawley,  Heath  and  Rowe.  The  total  number  of  visits  in 
the  District  were  1,035. 

In  general,  the  health  of  the  school  children  was  better.  No 
serious  defects  were  found  in  the  physical  examinations.  Any 
defects,  not  known  to  the  parents,  are  reported  to  them.  The 
need  for  dental  care  is  still  outstanding.  Watch  those  permanent 
teeth!  Extraction  of  these— due  to  long  neglected  cavities  leaves 
a  poor  "bite".  Regular,  thorough  brushing  removes  food  particles 
and  greatly  helps  to  prevent  decay. 

Cold  weather  brings  upper  respiratory  illnesses.  How  they 
spread  in  the  schools!  Early  care  pays  off.  A  Thank  You— to  par- 
ents who  keep  sick  pupils  home.  A  and  D  Vitamins  are  available 
all  the  school  year.  They  do  help  for  better  health. 

Contagious  diseases  were  less— but  Heath  School  did  have 
a  run  of  Measles  and  in  Rowe,  a  few  cases. 
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Fewer  pupils  failed  the  Mass.  Vision  Test,  given  to  each 
pupil.  Failure,  after  retest,  is  reported  to  the  parent.  One  little 
girl  with  new  glasses  said,  "I  like  them— things  are  much  nearer 
to  me  now!"  Strabismus  (cross  eye)  needs  an  eye  specialist's 
attention  when  the  child  is  small— untreated,  it  may  lead  to 
blindness  later  on. 

With  our  new  Pure  Tone  Audiometer,  Mrs.  Beda  Langevin 
tested,  individually,  all  pupils  in  the  schools.  The  3  with  marked 
hearing  loss  have  been  checked  by  an  ear  specialist.  A  pre-school 
child— question  deafness— the  hearing  test  done— boy  ok. 

All  pupils  were  weighed  and  measured.  A  guide  to  year 
around  health. 

Three  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  immu- 
nization clinics,  for  school  and  pre-school,  were  held  this  year. 
Pupils  11  years  old  and  older  had  the  Adult  Diphtheria  and  Teta- 
nus shots.  A  few  started  late  or  were  ill  and  did  not  complete 
the  series— the  family  doctor  would  then  carry  on.

The  Annual  Well  Child  Conferences  were  held  at  the  Hawle- 
mont School  in  July.  Dr.  M.  B.  Low  was  the  examining  Physician. 
Mrs.  George  Coombs  was  the  nutritionist  and  Mrs.  Robert  Mc- 
intosh, Jr.  the  dental  hygienist.  Dr.  Low's  "Well  Child"  record- 
ing is  a  great  satisfaction  to  the  mother.  Abnormal  conditions 
are  referred  to  the  family  doctor.  The  attendance  was:  Charle- 
mont -  67,  Hawley  -  27,  Heath  -  30  and  Rowe  -  14. 
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A  school  child  was  stung  on  the  tongue  while  eating  fruit 
out  of  doors.  Bee  or  hornet  stings  of  the  tongue  can  be  fatal. 
They  light  on  the  fruit  while  the  child  is  eating.  Watch  this  for 
little  tots  and  warn  older  children  to  look  at  each  bite! 

Home  visits  under  New  Born,  Infant,  Pre-school,  School 
Home,  Crippled  Children  and  Adult  Health  were  made— to  aid 
toward  good  health  and  the  correction  of  defects. 

A  Red  Cross  Modified  Home  Nursing  course  was  given  to 
the  Senior  and  Junior  High  School  Girls.  They  learned,  by  prac- 
ticing on  each  other,  how  to  give  care  and  comfort  to  a  sick 
or  helpless  person  in  the  home. 

AdtRt  Polio  clinics,  for  the  4  Towns,  were  sponsored  by  the 
Heath  and  Rowe  Granges.  About  90  adults  were  immunized.  Be 
wise— immunize!  It  was  a  fine  community  project. 

To  Greenfield  Health  Camp  went  2  girls  and  2  boys— from 
Charlemont,  Hawley  and  Heath.  One  girl  gained  7  lbs.  and  a 
boy  6!  The  Salvation  Army  helped  with  the  expenses  of  this 
project. 

May  I  thank  the  Teachers,  in  all  the  schools,  for  watching 
the  health  of  their  pupils  so  closely.  They  really  do  a  fine  job 
in  giving  First  Aid  or  keeping  an  eye  on  a  "not  feeling  well" 
child,  resting  on  a  cot.  Most  always  I  may  be  located  to  go  to  a 
school  if  an  emergency  arises. 

It  is  truly  a  pleasure  to  work  in  such  friendly  Towns.  We 
sincerely  thank  the  many  individuals  and  the  organizations  that 
have  done  so  much  to  help  make  the  health  program  of  the 
Western  Franklin  Public  Health  District  a  success.

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Report  Of  Veterans'  Agent 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Heath: 

Herewith  is  my  fourteenth  annual  report  as  Director  and 
Veterans'  Agent  for  the  Western  Franklin  Veterans'  District. 

Requests  for  Services  during  1958  totalled  965.  Thirty-nine 
boys  registered  for  Selective  Service  and  fifty-two  veterans  ap- 
plied for  Medical  and  Hospital  treatment.  Compensation  for  war- 
service  connected  disability  was  applied  for  by  eleven  veterans. 
Assistance  was  given  in  connection  with  eighty-one  applications 
for  pensions  by  veterans  with  non-service  total  disabilities.  Two 
hundred  and  thirteen  requests  were  received  for  photostatic 
copies  and  we  made  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
prints. 

Forty  new  applications  were  taken  for  assistance  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  115.  Thirty-eight  families,  a  total  of 
95  people,  received  assistance  under  this  law  during  the  year, 
for  a  total  expense  of  $24,927.61.  We  now  have  a  total  of  thirty- 
two  active  cases. 

We  have  folders  for  one  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-nine veterans  of  all  wars  and  have,  in  our  card  files  the 
names,  dates  of  birth  and  enlistment  for  all  of  these,  together 
with  the  same  for  recent  enlistments. 

The  total  expense  for  administration  of  the  District  Office 
for  the  year  was  $5,689.22.  This  amount  was  divided  among  the 
ten  Towns,  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Chapter  599,  of  the 
Acts  of  1946,  in  proportion  to  their  assessed  valuation. 

The  finest  co-operation  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Edward 
A.  O'Neil  at  the  Veterans'  Administration  office  in  Greenfield 
and  the  other  Veterans'  Agents  with  whom  we  have  had  contacts. 

The  continued  concern  of  the  Town  Representatives  with 
the  problems  of  the  District  is  very  encouraging  and  is  much 
appreciated.

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To  the  Towns  in  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  District: 

This  is  the  third  annual  report  of  the  Mohawk  Trail  Re- 
gional School  Committee  to  the  citizens  of  the  six  towns  com- 
prising the  district. 

During  the  past  year  this  Committee  has  been  faced  with 
numerous  obstacles  brought  about  by  some  voters  of  the  Region 
who  are  not  in  agreement  with  your  instructions  to  this  school 
planning  committee.  At  the  annual  town  meeting  of  some  of  the 
member  towns  there  will  be  an  article  to  withdraw  from  the  Mo- 
hawk Trail  Regional  School  District.  The  majority  of  this  com- 
mittee feels  that  withdrawing  at  this  time  would  be  premature. 

Our  proposed  Operating  Budget  is  set  up  with  the  assump- 
tion that  the  Committee  will  be  planning  for  a  new  school  for  the 
Region.  Because  of  the  withdrawal  of  Buckland  and  Shelburne 
last  February  the  Committee  was  unable  to  continue  actively 
planning  a  new  school.  Therefore  we  have  an  unexpended  bal- 
ance in  our  operating  account  which  will  enable  the  Committee 
to  continue  planning  without  additional  appropriations  from  the 
member  towns. 

Our  Capital  Budget  is  required  to  make  the  second  payment 
of  $8,000.  plus  the  interest  on  the  present  balance  of  $16,000.  on 
our  original  $25,000.  bond  issue.  This  amount  must  be  raised  and 
appropriated  regardless  of  the  future  of  the  Region. 

Despite  the  many  obstacles  faced  by  the  Region  the  problem 
of  providing  more  adequate  and  educationally  desirable  facilities 
for  the  youth  of  this  area  remains  unsolved.

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Report  Of  Superintendent  Of  Schools 


It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  my  third  annual  report. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  I  feel  we  have  made  much 
progress  in  the  past  year  even  though  there  is  much  yet  to  be 
done! 

Although  additional  insulation  has  been  added  to  save  fuel, 
it  has  been  difficult  to  ventilate  the  building  properly  without 
danger  of  freeze-ups.  A  solution  to  this  problem  is  being  consid- 
ered. As  you  probably  know,  additions  to  the  building  are  under 
consideration  to  expand  kitchen  and  storage  facilities  as  well  as 
to  provide  an  area  of  privacy  for  health,  physical  exams,  testing 
and  consultation.  Your  committee  and  myself  are  in  hopes  of 
painting  the  building  next  summer  since  there  are  areas  which 
have  peeled  quite  badly. 

As  time  goes  by  additional  expenditures  will  be  necessary  to 
keep  the  building  in  good  repair.  It  would  seem  that  if  regionali- 
zation  1-6  is  ever  to  be  accomplished,  it  should  be  now  before 
much  money  is  spent  on  a  building  which  will  never  have  all  of 
the  facilities  we  should  have. 

My  annual  town  reports  are  intended  to  keep  you  abreast  of 
current  changes  in  the  local  schools.  It  is  my  feeling,  however, 
that  sound  educational  practices  should  not  vary  significantly 
from  one  community  to  another.  For  this  reason  I  would  suggest 
that  through  Union  efforts  you  might  well  study  the  future  of  ed- 
ucation in  the  area  and  draw  some  definite  conclusions. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  some  things  in  education  are 
beyond  our  financial  means  at  the  present  time.  I  am  certain, 
however,  that  our  Union  can  and  should  afford  the  best  basic  ed- 
ucational program  possible.  If  there  must  be  a  difference  in  edu- 
cational attainment,  I  feel  it  should  be  in  specialized  areas  only. 
In  other  words,  that  which  we  choose  to  provide  for  our  children 
should  be  in  terms  of  quality  rather  than  quantity. 
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A  brief  look  at  the  history  of  educational  demands  tells  a 
significant  story.  We  have  progressed  from  a  time  when  formal 
education  was  available  to  a  voluntary,  capable  few  to  the  present 
status  where  compulsory  attendance  for  nearly  all  is  required,  re- 
gardless of  ability.  Gradually,  the  number  of  years  desired  has 
increased  from  no  formal  education  to  the  grammar  school  diplo- 
ma, to  the  high  school  diploma,  to  the  college  degree.  There  is 
vital  interest  in  the  public  junior  colleges  even  now. 

Our  basic  program  has  progressed  from  the  three  R's  to  a 
broad  and  varied  curriculum  in  the  elementary  schools.  The  high 
schools  have  introduced  many  additional  areas  of  study  to  keep 
up  with  public  demands.  Special  attention  for  the  retarded  and 
the  gifted  child  is  being  incorporated  into  more  school  systems 
every  year. 

If  we  assume  that  education  is  provided  basically  to  prepare 
the  child  to  become  a  successful  citizen  and  then  consider  what  he 
might  need  for  this  purpose,  there  can  be  no  question  that  ex- 
pansion of  the  school  program  must  be  accomplished.  More  lei- 
sure time,  advanced  technical  knowledge  and  various  social 
changes  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  things  which  have  increased 
the  responsibility  of  rearing  our  youth  today.  Parents  and  schools 
must  share  this  responsibility,  of  course,  but  are  they  capable  of 
keeping  up  with  these  changes?  They  must  be  if  we  are  to  survive 
as  a  nation. 

Some  of  the  questions  which  are  continually  under  scrutiny 
to  meet  the  above  demands  are:  How  long  should  the  school  day 
be?  How  many  days  a  year  should  be  required?  How  many  grades 
in  school  should  be  available?  How  much  work  outside  of  the 
school  day  should  be  required?  How  much  adult  education  can 
we  provide  which  will  help  us  accomplish  our  goals?  What  should 
we  afford  to  add  to  our  present  programs?  What  can  we  do  to 
make  use  of  out-of-school  time  to  help  our  cause?  How  can  we 
most  efficiently  attain  our  goals  of  education? 

As  you  probably  are  aware,  recent  changes  in  school  com- 
mittee policies  are  attempts  to  answer  these  questions  in  hopes  of 
providing  more  and  better  education.  Concerning  the  last  ques- 
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tion,  however,  I  would  like  to  elaborate.  It  is  my  sincere  hope 
that  there  will  eventually  be  available  to  all  in  the  school  union  a 
special  class,  individual  grades  K-14,  remedial  teachers  as  needed, 
and  a  complete  program  of  studies  available  at  all  grade  levels. 

It  stands  to  reason,  and  there  is  evidence  to  prove,  that  these 
advantages  could  only  become  a  reality  when  dealing  with  lar- 
ger numbers.  My  firm  belief  is  that  three  schools  serving  the 
towns  of  Union  No.  21  and  others  would  most  efficiently  meet 
these  needs.  The  first,  a  regional  elementary  school  serving  grades 
K-6  and  a  special  class;  the  second,  a  regional  high  school  serving 
grades  7-12;  and  the  third,  a  public  junior  college  of  grades  13 
and  14  at  the  county  level.  Whether  these  schools  will  become  a 
reality  remains  to  be  seen  even  though  there  is  no  other  satisfac- 
tory solution  to  the  problem  within  our  financial  means. 

Please  do  not  be  hasty  to  vote  aside  the  possibility  of  regional 
school  programs  of  grades  K-6  or  7-12.  Destroying  all  efforts  to 
date  will  neither  improve  education  nor  save  money  in  the  years 
ahead  —  of  this  I  am  sure! 

Coming  closer  to  our  immediate  problems  is  my  approach  to 
administrative  challenge  to  provide  better  education  as  econom- 
ically as  possible.  It  is  my  belief  that  classroom  instruction  —  i.e. 
the  teacher  —  is  the  all  important  key  to  success.  Hard  work  and 
cooperative  efforts  in  a  harmonious  atmosphere  contributes  most 
to  progress. 

Close  supervisory  help,  visiting  days,  workshops,  courses  of 
study,  and  participation  in  activities  of  professional  organizations 
add  much  more  to  the  quality  of  instruction  than  can  be  told  here. 
I  recommend  that  they  be  continued  and  increased  in  some  cases. 

I  also  sincerely  believe  that  for  one  to  be  successful  one 
should  have  a  program.  Mine  is  to  make  the  present  facilities  and 
staff  as  desirable  as  possible  by  techniques  mentioned  above  and, 
when  and  if  this  is  achieved,  to  gradually  add  to  our  present  facili- 
ties those  more  desirable  things  which  we  are  presently  doing 
without. 
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I  have  no  delusions  of  grandeur.  It  is  with  great  pride,  re- 
spect and  humility  that  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report.  I 
know  full  well  that  any  success  I  have  or  may  achieve  is  due  to 
the  cooperative  efforts  of  a  fine  staff  and  especially  due  to  the 
confidence  which  you  citizens  have  placed  in  your  school  com- 
mittee and  myself.  I  hope  you  will  continue  this  confidence  in  us 
and  will  support  us  on  the  vital  issues  in  days  to  come.

Report  Of  Community  Hall  Committee 


During  1958  the  Community  Hall  Committee  has  served 
dinners,  suppers  and  banquets,  feeding  approximately  1080 
people.  If  you  stop  to  consider  how  long  it  takes  to  prepare  a 
meal  for  a  family  of  4  or  5,  you  may  realize  how  many  hours  of 
work  have  been  put  into  this  project  without  any  remuneration, 
except  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  this  project  grow  to  be  a  place 
of  which  our  town  can  be  justly  proud.
